ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  December^  estimated  at 
51^255^000  gallons,  exceeded  last  year's  record  production  for  the  month  by  L per- 
cent, the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports . Output  was  15  percent  greater  than  the 
1959-^3  average  for  the  month.  Production  declined  5 percent  from  November  to 
December,  compared  vith  3 percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier  and  6 percent  on  the 
average  in  the  1959-^3  period.  Temperatures  during  December  averaged  normal  or 
above  in  the  entire  country  except:  (1)  a western  area  including  California,  Nevada, 
most  of  Oregon  and  Washington,  and  portions  of  Idalio,  Utah,  and  Arizona;  (2)  Sec- 
tions in  New  Mexico  and  the  southeastern  states.  Total  ice  creai.c  production  in 
1965,  of  752,870,000  gallons,  was  2 percent  more  than  in  I96L  and  7 percent  larger 
than  the  1959-83  average . 

Compared  with  December  198^,  the  3-pei'cent  decrease  in  production  in  the  North 
Atlantic  States  was  the  only  decline . Increases  varied  from  1 percent  in  the  Moun- 
tain States  to  11  percent  in  the  Pacific . Production  was  up  6 percent  in  the  East 
North  Central  Region  and  9 percent  in  the  West  North  Central.  Output  was  k percent 
more  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  and  10  percent  larger  in  the  South  Central.  In 
the  three  leading-producing  states,  production  was  off  k percent  in  New  York  and  2 
percent  in  Pennsylvania,  but  was  up  11  percent  in  California. 

Compared  with  the  1959-83  average,  increases  in  all  regions  varied  from  9 per- 
cent in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  Mountain  to  24  percent  in  the  Pacific. 
Production  was  l4  percent  more  in  the  East  North  Central  Region  and  I8  percent 
larger  in  the  Vvest  North  Central.  Output  was  up  I7  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic 
States  and  20  percent  in  the  South  Central.  Gains  in  the  leading  producing  states 
were  3 percent  in  New  York,  11  percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  27  percent  in  Califor- 
nia. Decreases  were  shotra  only  in  Kansas,  Connecticut,  and  lesser-producing  North 
Atlantic  States.
